In  order  to"  cope  with  tho  expected  demand  (until  the 
District  Water  Scheme  is  completed)  tho  Council  instructed  their  Consulting 
Engineers  to  submit  separately  Stage  I of  the  District  Water  Scheme  as 
a matter  of  urgency  for  supplying  water  to  certain  parts  of  tho  District 
which  arc  urgently  in  need  of  pipe  supplies  and  to  incorporate  the  provisio 
of  a link  main  between  tho  Bomiburgh  and  Soahousos  supplies*  They  al s o 
agreed  to  tho  proposal  to  attempt  the  clearing  of  the  holes  in  the  Seahousc 
borehole  tube  by  chemical  means,  and  the  scraping  of  the  mains  from 
Brockdam  Reservoir  to  Soahousos  with  a view  to  implementing  the  supplies

Tho  Consulting  Engineers1  final  proposals  for  the  District 
hater  Scheme  show  that  the  estimated  cost  will  bo  over  £70, 000 ? but  this 
cmwunt  will  be  exceeded  by  about  £15,000  :wing  to  tho  cost  of  acquiring 
the  Hamburgh  Waterworks  Undertaking  and  the  Salford  Hall  Borehole  Supply, 
neither  of  which  wore  included  in  tho  Consulting  Engineers T estimate*
